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Faults of Football 
Are in the System 


Robert Edward Lee Dodd, the head 
coach at Georgia Tech, is famous as a 
producer of resourceful and intelligent 
players and teams. 

Dodd, as are all sensible people, is 


‘* eoncerned with the fact that football is 
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being damaged by the competitive strug- 
gle for talent. It is obvious that subsidies 
are not regulated and are badly out of 
hand. Football, regrettably, has become 
big business. 

One of the reasons’ for the sport’s 
current troubles is that scholarships and 
grants-in-aid are handled differently by 
the various conferences. There is no uni- 
formity. What is ethical in one league is 
a matter for suspension in another. 

Dodd is the first coach to publicize 
the fact that the problem is a national 
one and can be solved only by nationally 
uniform rules. He proposes two simple 
measures. 

The first is the establishment of a na- 
tional grants-in-aid program. Under it, 
a high school prospect would be signed 
to a scholarship which would Be honored 
by all colleges. There would be no dirty 
rushing and no behind-the-scenes ma- 
neuverings with parents and guardians 
once the papers were signed. 
~. The second is the indoctrination of 
alumni, school officials, the public, and 
stadium bondholders in the fact that 
the coach is the boss in his department. 
Once hired, he must obey rules and regu- 
lations set up by the proper organization 
or be fired. 

Coach Dodd’s suggestion is loaded 
with possibilities. The college presidents’ 
and coaches’ trade groups should study 
it jointly for possible national action.

Crisis Is Egypt’s Fault, 
All the Way Through 


Egypt’s reported counterproposal to 
the French and British provision for 
recognition of Egyptian sovereignty over 
the Suez Canal territory, except for the 
canal itself, reflects Russia’s hand. 

Cairo advices state that Egypt will 
agree to the proposal only if the Darda- 
nelles and the Panama Canal are inter- 
nationalized in the same degree the West- 
ern Powers wish Suez to be. This is a 
shrewd reply, containing just enough 
false logic to confuse the main issue. 

In the first place, as far as Egypt 
is concerned, the canal is only a geo- 
graphical accident. If left to Egypt there 
never would have been any such canal. 
Secondly, the canal becomes Egypt’s by 
treaty in another decade anyway. By 
terms of a more recent treaty, already 
broken by her, Egypt recognized the in- 
ternational status of the canal when the 
British agreed to remove their troops 
from the isthmus. 

On the other hand, the Panama Canal 
is on territory bought and paid for, though 
there still is room for doubt as to the 
propriety of some of the events leading 
to this sale. It operates under a contract 
with the Republic of Panama, the terms 
of which are scrupulously kept. And ship- 
ping is not discriminated against for po- 
litical purposes as Premier Nasser is do- 
ing at Suez. 

Mention of the Dardanelles shows 
Russia’s hand. She has wanted to control 
it for centuries. It is not a canal, and 
the United States could as well demand 
internationalization of the Bering Straits, 
or France of the English Channel. 

More and more Premier Nasser re- 
sembles the late Benito Mussolini. The 
Russians will use him all they can. But 
Suez must be kept open and Egypt must 
be required to act in a_ responsible 
manner.

Sukarno of Indonesia 


Is a Priceless Friend 

Recently this country’ entertained 
President Sukarno, of Indonesia. His 
country was, and is, plagued with a 
strong Communist Party. He was, he ad- 
mitted, in some doubt about the United 
States. Was it imperialist? Had it lost its 
original ideals? 

President Sukarno now is back home 
and we have some of his conclusions. He 
made a public report to his people, speak- 
ing before an audience in the heart of 
the Communist area of Indonesia. The 
speech was broadcast throughout the 
nation. : 

He told his people the United States 
has “not sacrificed freedom of expres- 
sion for freedom from want.” 

But, he said, he understood in the 
Soviet Union the Communists “have gone/ 
about this backward—they have started 
out to establish freedom from want... .” 

He did not mention freedom of ex- 
pression in the Soviet Union, but his au- 
dience caught his meaning with a ripple 
of laughter. 

Mr. Sukarno said he went to the 
United States to see “if the noble ideals 
of Thomas Jefferson were still alive in 
the hearts of the American people. I found 
they were. I found that the American 
people believe that all men under God 
are equal.” 

This is the first positive, pro-United 
States statement to be made in Asia in 
a long time. 

We need more such visitors from that 
critical part of the world which has been 
so newly freed from colonialism and still 
retains doubts concerning our attitude.

Kalb County last fall, the many 
new classrooms needed could not 
be built. So in September our 
eighth grade classes will be re- 
tained in the already overcrowded 
elementary feeder schools . 
many of which find it necessary 
to have double sessions when 
school begins this fall. 

Again our tax digest is threat- 
ened and a bond issue question- 
able. Are double sessions to ex- 
tend to the high schools, too? 

Why must the schools and the 
school people, and, as a direct 
result, our children in DeKalb 
County be political pawns?

Outdated Air Traffic System 
Was Disregarded in Past 


Since that shocking air liner catastrophe at Grand Canyon every- 
one is for bigger federal expenditures to modernize our completely 
outdated, inadequate system of air traffic control—and in a big hurry. 
Congressmen of both parties have grabbed the microphones to insist 
that such slaughter be stopped, the air lanes made safe for the 


traveling public. 

Just before the two air liners 
crashed in Arizona, apparently 
after a mid-air collision that 


proper traffic control and warn- 
ing might have avoided, Con- 
gress had appropriated 40 million 
dollars to start a 246-million-dol- 
lar, five-year improvement pro- 
gram for the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration traffic control sys- 
tem. Immediately after the crash 
a move was started to telescope 
the new five-year program into 
three years. 

Little has been said in the White 
House or in Congress, however, 
about: why the CAA system has 
fallen behind the rapidly increas- 
ing air traffic needs and speeds. 

Just look at what has happened 
in the immediate past. Starting 
with the fiscal year 1953, here 
are the figures for the CAA air 
safety program requests, the 
amount approved by the secre- 
tary of the interior, the amount 
that got final budget director 
(and White House) approval, and 
then the appropriation which 
the Congress eventually granted 
during the last few years:

So the CAA got almost precisely 
one-third of what it felt necessary 
for the air safety program in 
that period.

WRECK ALARM: Speaking of 
highways, we crossed the Chatta- 
hoochee River bridge to the Cobb 
County side on the four-lane the 
other evening just after a wreck 
had happened. 

It was a minor crash. The two 
cars were still on the highway. 
The drivers were at the roadside 
awaiting the arrival of the police. 

The cars were a hazard. They 
were blocking one lane. There was 
a swerving and a screaming of 
tires as oncoming drivers became 
aware of the situation, almost too 
late. 

The thought occurred that we 
might have to install automatic 
blocks along dangerous sections 
of highways, as a railroad does 
along the tracks. 

Thus, when a collision or an 
upset blocks the road, the first 
person available at the scene 
could push a button or otherwise 
activate signals in either direc- 
tion to throw a “yellow” for cau- 
tion or a ‘“‘red’’ for stop. 

An alternative would be to have 
an electronic control activated by 
sound waves arising from the 
crash. 

Meanwhile until the patrol 
comes, someone with a sense of 
duty and a knowledge of the right 
thing to do should get into action 
with a red flag or red light. It 
would be a good law that required 
every motorist to carry one or 
both emergency items.

to defend the right to report the news, we don’t do anyhing about it. 


Take the other day, for example, 
when four governors and assorted 
politicians—numbering some 35 in 
all—gathered at a hotel here to 
talk about the South’s strategy at 
the Democratic convention. 

There were 40-odd reporters 
come from all over the South to 
cover that meeting. They repre- 
sented all the big news services 
and the wire services and the 
news magazines plus radio and TV. 
They milled about in the lobby and 
when they spotted a governor they 
would buttonhole him and ask a 
lot of questions, and the governor 
would rear back and talk and the 
reporter would put it all down. But 
when you read over your notes 
afterward, there wasn't much 
there. 

Then the formal meeting started 
upstairs, with pitchers of ice 
water sweating on the tables in the 
hot lights the TV cameras need. 
and the politicians posed happily 
for the news cameras for about 
half an hour. Then Sen. Sparkman 
asked the guidance of the Lord in 
the councils that were to follow, 
in a nice invocation and Gov. Grif- 
fin welcomed everybody pleasant- 
ly, including the reporters and the 
cameramen. 

After these preliminaries Gov. 
Timmerman took over to outline 
what the meeting was about and 
what was to be discussed. And the 
reporters got their pencils out to 
take down what was said and who 
said it. But before the talk could 
start, some dapper character from 
Louisiana got up and said he 
thought that the group ought to go 
into executive session. Which 
meant that the reporters who had 
come from all over the South to

report what happened here would 
have to leave. 

And not a one of us said a 
mumbling word of protest. We just 
got up and filed out, docile as 
puppies being put outdoors for the 
night. 

Not one of us had the courage 
to get up and say: “Gentlemen, 
you are the elected representatives 
of the people, here to discuss a 
matter of vital importance to the 
South and its future for generations 
to come. But we are also repre- 
sentatives of the people—their eyes 
and ears at this meeting, and it is 
our duty and obligation to stay here 
and hear what is said and note 
who says it and report what hap- 
pens here as honestly and as ac- 
curately as we can, And we very 
respectfully insist on staying here 
and doing our job.” 

But nobody said that, nobody 
said anything. We just. left, know- 
ing there’d be a> handout after- 
ward, carefully put together so 
that the “‘sense’’ of the meeting 
could be conveyed to the public. 
And a couple of guys who wanted 
to dig deeper would grab a gover- 
nor or two and try to find out in 
detail what happened. But that 
wasn’t the way it should have been, 
A matter of tremendous impor- 
tance was under discussion and the 
discussion should have been full, 
free—and open. 

And the more I think about it. 
the more I think that nobody is 
taking away our freedom to re- 
port the facts—which is, in essence, 
not a prerogative of the press, but 
the people's right to know. We are 
giving it away, and without a 
protest.

I received a letter recently asking me to give 
the answers to a series of questions about hell. 
Where is it? Is it literally a place of burning fire?

“As I read that poem, I thought,

“And I know of the future 
judgment—How dreadful soe’er it 
be—To sit alone with my con- 
science — Will be judgment 
enough for me.’’

Since Georgians probably take 
all that for granted, we’ll deal here 
with “‘pros’’ and “‘cons” of a less 
grandiose nature. 

Let’s start with the ‘‘dislikes:”

1. To me, the biggest blight of 
the downtown area is the garbage 
cans sitting out on the sidewalk.

The only alternative 
seems to be to put the stuff on 
rooftops and collect it by heli- 
copter, And that’s hardly practical. 


2. Persons have told me they've 
been snapped at in a fierce man- 
ner by traffic police and for the 
slightest reason. This hasn't hap- 
pened to me and I don’t know if

enough to put in the ‘‘con’’ column. 
3. This complaint is one common 


to all metropolitan areas: the traf- 


fastest-growing and best city in the 
““stupendous.’’

3. The school system is growitg~ 
with the city, giving its best to the 


young Georgians, 
4. The city government has been 


efficiently run. The departments 


which provide municipal services
